Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The phrases 

"linear-type" in line 3 of claim 263; 
"focusing type" in lines 5, 10, and 12 of claim 263; 
"collimating type" in line 7 of claim 263; 
"linear type" in line 2 of claim 264; 
"focusing type" in lines 2-3 of claim 264; 
"collimating type" in line 3 of claim 264; 
"cylindrical-type" in lines 3 of claim 264; and 
similarly in claims 266-268; 

are relative terms which renders the claims indefinite. Specifically, the term 
"type" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for 
ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 
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Regarding claim 265, tlie phrase "i.e. spreads" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the 
claimed inve ntion <^pp MPFP § ?1 7*^ n'^(H) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 263-268 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art discloses bar code scanning systems. However, the prior art fails 
to disclose a LED based planar light illumination chip comprising a combination of: 

a semiconductor substrate; 

a focusing type microlens arrays; 

a collimating type microlens array; 

an IC package having a light transmission window; and

Claims 263-268 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
